A Rus- 
sian counter attack began at dawn on 
Nov. 39. and was so furiously pushed 
that the Japaaeae were compelled to 
retire from both sidea of the hill into 
the valley. The attack was renewel 
tbe morning of Nov. 30. when all the 
Japanese reservmt came up from the 
aouthweatera comer, but these aasail- 
ants only advanced 30 meters by o 
I o'clock, so stubbora was tbe re- 
, sistance. and tbe Japanese siilfered se- 
vers losses. Then, being reinforced, 
tbe Japanese maintained tbe stnig-;Ie 
with terrible eameataeaa. FuriuuM 
ehargas were repeatedly made, and 
the Ruaaiaoa were compelled gradiiall.i 
tiv retire. The aouthweatera aumniit 
of the hill was not occupied until 7 
o'cloek ia the evening, aad the north 
weatem aummit not until 8 o'clock 
During tho night six Russian count oi 
attacks were repulsed.
